Springfield, Mo. — "We are going 


to get them all and we are going to 
hang them, according to law, In the 
penitentiary at Canon City, Colo." 
'That was the remark with whTch 
Sheriff L. E. Alderman of Frowefs 
county, Colorado, buckled down two 
and one-half years "ago 
to trail, the 


gang that robbed the First Nation" 
al Bank^'of Lamar, Colo., made off 
with $238,000 and killed four men 


The veteran sheriff's grim prom- 


ise came close to final fulfillment. 


Three of the robbers have died 


on the scaffold at Canon City, as. he 
predicted." 
The fouith, notorious 


Jake Fleagle, who led officers of half 
a dozen states on the wildest man' 
hunt known to the southwest since 
the days of Jesse James, died in a 
hospital here from a bullet wound 
received when peace officers finally 
captured him. His death marked so- 
ciety's final, victory in its long ef- 
fort to avenge the crime at Lamar. 


The fact that the sheriff's prom- 


ise was carried out so completely is 
due largely/to the sheriff's own per- 
sistence. 


It all happened on May 23, 1928. 


Five men rushed into the lobby of 
the First National Bank, produced 
guns and gave the "Stick 'em up!" 
order. 


BANK PRESIDENT SLAIN 


Everybody in the bank promptly, 


complied—-with two exceptions. 


A. N. Parrish, 70-year-old presi- 


dent of thVbank, and a veteran of 
the days when the west was really 
wild, lived up to his old traditions 
by pulling out a pistol and shooting 
the bandits' leader in the face.

Dr. Leo Wolman Believes 


Business Is Too Competi- 
tive to Stabilize Self 


By RODNEY BUTCHER 


.Washington. — Before the exist- 


tingr period of wide-spread unem- 
ployment is over, the people of the 
United States will be much more 
deeply impressed with the need of 
doing something about the pro- 
blem than they are now. 


That is -the opinion of Dr. Leo. 


Wolman of the National Bureau 
of Economic Research,. nationally 
famous economist. 
Dr. "Wolman 


was a member of the Harding ad- 
visory committee on unemployment 
headed by Herbert Hoover and is 
now a member of the President's 
Advisory Committee on Employ- 
ment Statistics. 


Dr. Wolman estimates, by con- 


servative method, that more 
than 


4,000,000 persons are out of work 
in the United States. 
He believes 


that there will be little or no im- 
provement 
in 
the 
situation for 


some time to come and that this 
winter will be one of much distress 
and destitution 
In order to al- 


leviate such widespread suffering 
during similar periods in the future 
he proposes a compulsory sjstem 
of unemployment insurance to be 
administered^ by industry and it's 
employes. 


"There are sufficient indexes on 


the state of industry and the size 
of payrolls," he expained in an 
interview, "to give us a pretty fair 
view of the state of empoyment m 
this country. 


"The Federal Reserve Board fig- 


ures show a drop in the number 
of people employed in certain in- 
dustries. 
August figures showed 


that 
in 
manufacturing, 
railroad 


transportation and mining there 
were 15 per cent fewer persons em- 
ployed than in August the year be- 
fore. 
TEN PER CENT UNEMPLOYED 


"The drop in building- employ- 


ment has been at least 20 per cent. 
We know that unemployment is 
usually 
smaller 
among 
clerical 


^groups, but clerical 
employment,

tigue. Fatigue is at the root of many 
a childish trouble, many a school dif- 
ficulty. A tired child can do nothing 
•well, not even talk. Fatigue checks 
growth all along the line. 


If a child -whines and frets •without 


apparent cause it is time that he 
rest. Ignore his -wails and with every 
gentleness, yet -with firm intention, 
strip him, sponge him off, powder 
him, lay him down to rest. If h does 
not want to sleep give 'Mm a picture 
book and tell him he is to amuse 
himself with it in quiet until you 
come for him. Let that time be no 
less than half an hour and as much 
longer as you see is necessary. 


An outburst of temper is usually 


caused by weariness. 
You see a 


child's organism is so new. It is still 
unseasoned, and in many spots, still 
undeveloped. Children go full steam 
ahead and'without knowing it, tire 
themselves to the verge of tears. 
That brings on the temper tantrum. 
Quietly, gently and most imperson- 
ally undress him, sponge him soff, 
dry him well and powder him. A rest 
in bed, a nap if possible, will mend 
nim and send Mm back ready for 
business.

thing, when he gets things all wrong

Not in the sense 
of punishment, but in' the feeling- of 
gentle concern are you to prescribe 
rest for the tired child. If you scold 
and shake and threaten him he can- 
not rest.

• Many a. school failure is due to the 
-fatigue. A-tired child "learn because 
all his powers are checked by fa- 
tigue. Many things in- school tire a 
child and we and the rest of the folk 
who look on are unconscious of it all. 
The teacher's voice may be too in- 
sistent and too harsh. The work may 
be beyond him. Lessons may be tak- 


ing, up too much time so that ther 
Is not enough for play. 
Remembe 


that play rests a child who is lesson 
weary and see that he gets his ful 
share. Think about these things aw 
give the tired child a rest. 


We have often found that a child 


who Is working poorly will do much 
better work if he Is allowed to hav< 
a week off in full freedom—no men 
tion of schools or lessons, just a re 
lief from all duty. 'Sometimes a trip 
to a distant city, or to the zoo, or a 
shopping party, will do the trick 
Anything- that lifts the pressure from 
the over tired nerves. 


Some "children cannot work a Jul 


.school day. Modify their hours and 
adjust their programs and they wil 
do their term's work successfully. No 
child works every minute of the time 
In school. By the very nature of 
school work it Is impossible. Give the 
weary child time out and let him 
work when he is rested and h.e loses 
no time. Suspect fatigue when a 
child'falls below in disposition, health 
or work.

Chicago—(CPA)—The federal larm 


board has found itself the object of

continuous round of 


•wholehearted abuse during: the ses- 
sions of the national association of 
grain and feed dealers, here this 
week. 


These representative middle men, 


who market a large share of the 
country's agricultural products, ad- 
mittedly face gradual extinction if 
tiie farm board program of coopera- 
tive marketing- succeeds as outlined. 
They contend that their position is 
the result of a long step on the part 
of the government toward socialism. 


Farm board officials, on the other 


hand, say that only the inefficient 
and the high cost marketers need 
fear the encroachment of farmer or- 
ganizations sponsored by the govern- 
ment. They see cooperative handling 
of agricultural products as the one 
means available to the farmer 
to 


cut marketing costs and increase his 
spread of possible profit.

New Silver Dollars Might 


Be Boon To Silver Market 


BY RODNEY DUTCHES 


Washington—You hardly ever see 


them any more, but thei'o arc still 
more than 535,000.000 silver dollars 
in existence. 


The suggestion of a new and small- 


er silver dollar by Senator Tasker L. 
Oddie of Nevada, who is interested in 
the stricken silver market, gives rise 
to the question as to what became of 
tho old sllter dollars. 


As one might suspect, the people 


found the bigr silver dollar so bulky 
and heavy that they preferred the 
silver certificate or paper dollar bill. 


Oddie has proposed a silver dollar 


not much larger 
than the present 


half-dollar 
and a- new 
half-dollar 


nearer to the size of the present 
quarter, with the present quarter left 
unchanged. 


He believes that no one would ob- 


ject to carrying such a silver dollar 
around any more than they mind the 
occasional half dollars in their pock- 
ets. Paper dollars are kept in circu- 
lation at a cost of about 2 per cent a 
year, whereas the loss from abrasion 
of silver is almost infinitesimal. And 
of course the popularizing of a silver 
dollar would be a great boon, for the 
silver mines of the far west. 


SOME LOST, SOME SAVED 


The treasury says there are SS,- 


234,000 of the large silver dollars— 
sometimes called "cart-wheels"—out- 
standing. Of course these nre not all 
in circulation. Some of them have 
rolled down into sewers and other- 
wise out of circulation. 
Many are 


kept, in banks. Others are hidden in 
old s6cks under 
boards-in 
attics, 


treasured, by benighted persons who 
still' hold to the idea that silver 
money is much more valuable than 
paper money. 


The treasury holds 485,000,000 sil- 


ver dollars, of which all but about 
6,000,000 are kept in the treasury 
here and the various mints or assay 
offices to. cover nearly 
490,000,000 


certificates' outstanding. 


The 6,000,000 silver dollars are on 


call if anyone wants them. Tho treas- 
ury would be glad to get them into 
circulation, -but it can only do so 
when they- are called for by the 
ban&s.

The last silver dollars.' coined were 


those of 192S; ," Way back in 1904,

of the treasury to change $350.000,-

The act also provided for replace- 


ment of the money, by purchase of 


American silver at a dollar an ounce. 
Britain bought

dollars,
